preached and spread by Christian mis- 
sionaries until they effected for good 
the lives of untold generations, living in 
all climes arid belonging to all races of 
men. 
"The moral and religious seeds which 
the Jew had placed in the hand of the 
Christian were taken by the latter and 
scattered to the remotest corners of the 
world and implanted into the

It. has1 
reduced the speech of savages to written 
languages, has. translated the Bible into 
almost every spoken tongue .and' has. thus 
•opened the way for the" Intellectual ..de- 
velopment or" races that have been dead- 
ened for ages. Moreover, It has been the 
direct cause of emancipation of millions 
of slaves; it has proclaimed the equality 
of mankind: it has*forever quenched"the 
Suttee fires. , which . for .. cen turies 
die-' 
greed India; it haa suppressed Infanti- 
cide; .-measurably.. • overcome -polygamy; 
rung the knell of cafti, and has *fn the 
very .recent past civilized such peoples 
as the FIJians, Tehatlans, and the In- 
habitants of Madagascar and the Sand- 
wich Islands.

millions as the1 most enlightened, tho 
most moral, the most progressive re- 
ligious faith in all the world) its Master 
and Savior, its teachings and command- 
ments, its holy apostles and early mis- 
sionaries. 
"How great should be the satisfaction

eral stating- that he was afraid to venture 
out, 
but that he was with the members 


of the Old Guard in spirit and congratulat- 
ed them 911 their adjutant-general. 


Adjutant-General 
Lauck 
proposed 
a 


toast for the absent commander-in-chief, 
Governor Pardee, which was heartily re- 
sponded to. Lauck then told the history 
of the service of the Governor in the 
National Guard, from the time the latter 
enlisled as a drummer boy in the o!<J 
Oakland Guard ur.til now. 
General Lauck said in part 
"Governor' Pardee is eminently fitted 
for his present position as head of the 
National Guard of California, for he has 
served in every office from corporal to 
captain in his company and so on through 
the offices on the general's start and it is 
well known that no man is capable o! as- 
suming command until he has learned 
well how to obey. It is the wish of Gov- 
ernor Pardee to see the National Guard 
of this State brought to the highest pos- 
sible state of efficiency, and we, as mem- 
bers of the 'Old Guard,' should endeavor 
to build up the 'Your.g; Guard.'
